PROPOSED AMENDMENTS TO BY-LAWS 


Following discussions at two Board meetings, the officers 
have proposed the following amendments to the Constitution 
and By-laws of the Society. These amendments were read at 
the March meeting, and will be voted upon at the April meet-— 
ing. They for the most part only clarify things already in 
operation. The proposed amendments are presented here for 
your reviews: 


PART I -— CONSTITUTION; 
ARTICLE 3 — OFFICERS 
Section 1 - shall be changed to read ’seven (7) mem-— 
bers of the Executive Board’. 
Section 3 — shall be changed to reflect seven (7) 


members af the Board. 
Section 4 shall be changed to show that elected of fi- 
cers shall serve a term of two (2) years. 


ARTICLE 4+ — GOVERNMENT 
Section 1 shall be changed to reflect seven (7) 
members of the Executive Board. 


PART II —- OPERATIONS -ARTICLE | -MEETINGS 
Section 1 shall be changed to show meeting night an 
Tuesday. 
Fourth line shall read ’Notice thereof shall be 
Given by the Editor in writing’ (in lieu of the 
Secretary). 


ARTICLE 2 —- DUES REINSTATEMENT 
Section 2 relating to a reintatement fee shall be 
deleted. 


ARTICLE 3 — MEMBERSHIF 
Section 2.a shall be deleted entirely. (pertains to 
a registration fee) 


Section =.b - delete that portion pertaining toa 
registration fee. 
Section S —- Amend to read "Notice of new members, etc’ 


ARTICLE S — ELECTION OF OFFICERS 

Section 1 - last line shall read "Notice of all nomina- 
tions shall be sent to active members by copy of 
the Bulletin at least seven (7) days before the 
December meeting.’ 


ARTICLE 10 — EFFECTIVE DATE 

Section 1 —- Revisions to these by laws shall become 
effective upon ratification by voting at a requ- 
larly scheduled meeting.

CENTSIBLE FACTS 


There has always been a need for new money to 
be interpreted as 'tokens'. A shortage of 
small value coins during most economic times 
led to private minting of tokens and one-cent 
size copper pieces. Other tokens had designs 
appropriate for advertising. The value of 
such coin was stamped on the planchet. 


At the height of the depression in 1935, 

the United States Government established. a 
program to relocate all farmers of drought- 
stricken areas of the continental United 
States in Matanuska Valley of Alaska. This 
rich farm land was purchased by the Alaska 
Rural Rehabilitation Corporation, a government 
agency. The agency in turn 'sold' parcels of 
land to the settlers but retained the title 
until the newly settled pioneers could pay 
them out of profits derived from the sale of 
surplus products. (No known deadline had been. 
given for full payment). 


These farmer colonists were brought to Alaska 
at the expense of the government, and were 
guaranteed a substance allowance until they 
could support themselves on the land. Initi- 
ally, in March, 1936, they received tokens for 
this purpose, issued by the Alaska Rural Reha- 
bilitation Corporation. They were struck in 
aluminum for one, five, ten, twenty-five fifty 
cents, and one dollar; and in brass for five 
and ten dollars. Both the obverse and reverse 
showed similar designs, with the amount ex- 
pressed in numerals in the center, while 
around the edge were the words "GOOD FOR 
(amount) IN TRADE ARRC." 


Upon the designated date for issuing these 
tokens, the natives began to find a name of 
their own and the name "Bingles" was chosen, 
with laughter among them as each one began 
to pronounce "Bingles". These tokens were 


aan 


accepted at face value at the local trading 
post in Palmer, Alaska. They had establish- 
ed a point of recognition and in time, every- 
one referred to the tokens by the name of 
"Bingles", and the amount each one needed 

for their purchases. These tokens were to 
supply all the necessities.-of life until 
farmers became sefl-sufficient. This money 
substitute in the form of tokens was dis- 
tasteful to the settlers. 


As a result, the Alaska Rural Rehabilitation 
Corporation recalled all the "Bingles" in 
January, 1937, replacing them with United 
States coin and currency, and advising the 
settlers that they would not be redeemed 
after December 31, 1938. 


Today the eight-piece set of "BINGLES" is 
rare.

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CENTSIBLE FACTS 


Of all the strange objects that history tells us have 
been used in the past, perhaps the most fragile and 
destructible articles were bars of soap. 


Farran Zerbe was a man who contributed much to the hobby: 
of coin collecting. He was an enthusiastic, shrewd col- 
lector of unusual coins and was often called the "numis~ 
matic nomad’’ because of his travels in search of excep- | 
tional finds. | 


In 1933, Zerbe wrote about his discover of a time when 
soap was used as money in Mexico. His research source 
was a book called "Narrative of the Texas Santa Fee 
Expedition" which was written by George Wilkin Kendall 
who described his adventures in Mexico during a year 
that took place between May 1841 and May 1842. 


Mr. Kendall and several of his fellow travelers had 

been arrested when they first entered Mexico. Gringos 
had been considered dangerous enemy aliens in that ; 
part of the country ever since the beginning of the | 
Texas Revolution about 1836. Apparently however, al- 
though they were essentially political prisoners in 
the Mexican city, their imprisonment was not particu- 
larly restrictive or unpleasant because George Kendall 
and his friends were allowed to roam about the town, 
still under guard but with some degree of freedom. 


On one such afternoon sightseeing journey, Kendall's 
friend spotted a push cart loaded with large red apples 
and other fresh fruit. Since he had not eaten any . 
fresh fruit since their travels had taken them out of 
the United States, his eyes lit up. He approached the 
vendor, picked out three of the red apples and offer- 
ed the man a United States Dollar. The Medican peddler 
was not accustomed to U.S. dollars in pay and did not 
have enough coins to give Kendalls friend his change. 
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The peddler turned to the soldier who was guarding the 
gringos - "Carcelero, get this man change." he said. 
Though the guard did not like being ordered around, he 
wandered off in search of the cambista (money changer) 
carrying the U.S. dollar. 


Centsible Facts =. 


To the surprise of Kendall and his friend, the soldier 
returned with 64 bars of soap instead of a handful of 
coins. 


The peddler explained that the jabon, or soap bar money, 
was manufactured by certain citizens who were authorized 
by the town government. When stamped with the name of 
the town, each bar became legal tender, worth about a 
cent and a half a bar. Some communities had worked out 
reciprocal agreements to accept each other's sudsy bars 
as they would accept each others coins, but other towns 
did not recognize the legal status of the soap. 


Even when partially used, the soap was still worth one 
and a half cents to the holder, as long as the name of 
the town was visible. One had to weigh cleanliness 

at the price of wearing out the bar of soap.

VIEW FROM MY WINDOW.... 


As my jet airliner descended through the thick clouds 
towards Denver’s Stapleton Airport, the planes captain 
advised the current temperature was So degrees and snow 
was in the forecast. SNOW? Why, this was May 1st. ais 


The occasion for my Denver visit was to attend the first 
strike ceremony for the new Olympic Commemorative Coin— 
age at the Denver Mint. Ruthann Brettell, Assistant ta 

the ANA Executive Director and Adna Wilde, Treasurer of 

ANA were also invited guests, so they picked me up froonm 

the hotel on their way in from Colorado Springs. 


Due to the 2 inches of snow that had appeared, as promised, 
traffic was slowed and we all became clock-consciocus as we 
eased our way toward city center and the Mint. We made it 
with very little time to spare. The snow had changed ta 
winter precipitation and being from Phoenix, I wasn’t well 
prepared for the walk in the liquid’ sunshine. 


The Mint building was bedecked in Olympic banners and flaqs. 
Entering the foyer, we were greeted by a member of the 
Mint’s Security staff. Once our attendance was verified, 

we had to pass through a metal detector before receiving 

our name badges with the distinctive blue ribbons. 


Many familiar faces from the hobby and the Mint were evi- 
dent. Unfortunately due to our late arrival, little time 
existed for exchange of pleasantries. Instead, we were 
whisked through the hallowed marble halls toward the cere- 
monial striking area. Enroute we had to transit the Numis— 
matic Sales area where I certainly could have spent some 
time. 


As we entered the Mint’s factory level, the inspiring sounds 
of patriotic music, played by the Air Force Academy Band’s 
Brass quartet, filled the air. The gallery of white chairs 
were filled with numismatists, local dignitaries, govern— 
ment officials and surrounded on the periphery by employees 
of the Denver Mint. 


The dais was decked out in blue which was accented with 
bunting of yellow,red and blue. Flanking on either side 
were the giant hydraulic presses which would be used for 

the ceremonial strikings. 

In typical government fashion, the program started precise- 
ly at 9:30 AM, with the parade of dignitaries led by Cynthia 
Grassby Baker, Superintendent of the Denver Mint. The pro- 
gram progressed quickly with remarks being offered by Gov- 
ernment, Olympic officials and Jeff Blatnick, Olympic Gold 
Medalist. You may recall the 19384 Games where Jeff wan the 
hearts of millions when he earned the Greco-Roman super— 


= 


heavyweight gold medal. Then, like now, all were aware of 
this champions trying bout with Hodgkin’s disease. True to 
the spirit of the event, Blatnick commented “the Government 
is offering a product which is not only attractive, but a 
lasting reminder of what we hope will be a great year fr 
us." 


Following the remarks of numerous speakers, the moment we 
had gathered for was at hand - the ceremonial striking of 
the first Olympic Dollar by Secretary of the Treasury, 

James A. Baker III. Assisted by a white-frocked member of 
the Mint’s staff, the power switch of the giant press was 
activated. Mr.Baker then touched the operating control but- 
ton, setting the process in motion. A protective plexi- 


Glass shield dropped into place and the great press com- 
pleted its’ mission in mere seconds. With a sound of fury 
and heavy vibrations which shook the concrete foundatians, 


the Blank planchet was mulitply struck, creating the proof 
image of the new dollar. The machines’ shield then raised, 
Baker retrieved the coin, and warld debut occurred. 


A crescendo of applause accompanied by repeated brilliant 
strobe light flashes of the press occupied the next several 
minutes. Then Secretary Baker spoke via telephone to 1984 
Olympic Gold Medalist swimmer, Theresa Andrews, who was 
standing-at-the-ready in front of the giant Mint press which 
was to strike the first $5 Gold piece at the Nation’s newest 
Mint >= West Foant. 


What followed next were additional remarks by the invited 
guests and additional strikings by key dignitaries, includ- 
ing SDNS Mbr, ’Mr. Red Book’ Dick Yeoman. 


“After the ceremony we were all invited to the visitors gal- 
lery for a delightful brunch and an opportunity to meet old 
and new friends alike. 


In no time at all, the event was concluded. Smartly attired 
waiters began clearing the tables. The events decorations 
became fair game for those wanting souvenirs. The area we 
had occupied would soon resume it’s original purpose - 

a visitors gallery. 


As I descended the marble steps toward the Mint’s ground 
floor, I could not help but think of the history written 
today. The collector is King, the athlete the benefactor, 
and the world a better place to live, and View From My 
Window.

At the Saturday Awards meeting, other SDNS 
members also received awards - Kay Lenker a 
third place for her exhibit on Wild Men on 
Coins, and Tom Fitzgerald received two lst 
place awards in two different categories. 

At the Numismatic Literary Guild 'happening' 
on Thursday night, John Lenker had received 
an award for the Primitive Money Collectors 
publication. 


It was a BUSY convention, busier than I have 
seen for a number of years, and word was 
that the dealers were 'satisfied' which says 
something. 


There was some talk about San Diego for a 
mid-winter in a few years, but nothing con- 
crete. 


Tue Great SEAL 


You see it often, yet 
probably never really 
notice it. 


It's the Great Seal of the 
State of California and is 
displayed on all official 
state documents including 
your drivers license, tax 
forms and voting material. 
Just where it came from, like much of California, has 
an interesting history. 


Although originally designed by Army Major Robert S. Gar- 
rett, the seal was submitted to the State's Constitution- 
al convention in 1849 by Caleb Lyon. 


An anti-military feeling in the soon-to-be state led 
Major Garrett to have Lyon, a civilian, submit his de- 
sign as his own. State history is sketchy about Lyon's 
possible collaboration with Garrett on the design. No 

one is even sure if Lyon received the $1,000 he was to be 
paid for the design, or if he shared it with Garrett. 


After many modifications to mollify the many state enti- 
ties, the Garrett/Lyondesign was accepted by the conven- 
tion October 2, 1849. 

California is usually noted for its varied terrain, abun- 
dant natural resources, commerce and an innovative spirit 
Many of these attributes are incorporated in the seal. 
Most prominent is the Greek Goddess, Minerva, who is said 
to have emerged full grown from Jupiters brain. She re- 
presents how California became a full-grown state with- 
out evolving from a probationary territory as was the 
usual custom. At her feet is a grizzly bear, the state 
animal. He is eating grapes from a vine, representing 

a leading state crop. At left is a miner digging for 
gold near the banks of the Sacramento river. Sailing 
ships show the busy commercial port of Sacramento, and 
the majestic Sierra Nevada range reaches to the horizon, 
representing the many mountain ranges of California.

A crescent of 31 stars- one for each state in the 

Union after California was admitted, crown the seal. 
Just below the stars is the Greek work "Eureka" - mean- 
ing "I have found it!" This refers to either the dis- 


covery of gold or the way California became a state. 


The seal has undergone only minor changes since 1849; 
Minerva's helmet is now fashionably smaller; she holds 
her staff upright, not angled. A small building was 
added to the background in 1937. No other changes 

are planned for the seal at this time, and the earlier 
ones are still in use.

CENTSIBLE FACTS 


Victoria, Queen of England and Empress of India, has 
the distinction of having her head appear on more 
coins than anyone else in all history. Her reign 
began in 1837, when she was only eighteen years old, 
and continued until her death in 1901. The greatest 
period of British Colonial development took place in 
this period. With the help of the greatest statesman 
of all times, Benjamin Disraeli, who was her Prime 
Minister in 1867 and part of 1868, and from 1874 to 
1880, her empire expanded. 


Her rule extended to every continent. Her profile 
appeared on coins of Australia, British Honduras, 
British Guinea, Canada, Newfoundland, Nova Scotia, 
Hong Kong, India and a number of their provinces 
and countries. 


As the Queen grew older, it became necessary to 
change the profile to gracefully show her first mat- 
uring from youth to young womanhood, to middle age, 
to old age. 


The Queen Victoria Prince Albert medal struck in 1891 
was designed by Leonard C. wyon. Queen Victoria's 
50-year Jubilee of 1887 was a matched set of two 
medals of silver and bronze by the artist J. Edgar 
Boehm. 


Obverse was Victoria in crown and regal dress, facing 
left; reverse Britannia with six figures. The design- 
ers of the coins of the British Empire did a master- 
ful job, step by step, to compliment Queen Victoria.

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THE DICE GAME <- - -. - 


The first crap game in America was played in New 
Orleans, Louisiana, introduced about 1812 by Bernard 
Xavier de Marigny de Mandeville, who had seen the 
game played in France and England where it was call- 
ed "hazards". Since the nickname for a creole at 
that time was "Johnny Crapaud", the game became known 
as "Crapauds" game and later shortened to "craps". 


Marigny had inherited a large fortune while he was 
still in his teens. Early in life he used the money 
productively, buying plantations, organizing a bank, 
and financing a canal to establish ferry service a- 
cross Lake Pont-chartrain. He ventured into politics, 
lured by power. By the early 1800's Bernard Xavier 
Philippe de Marigny had become New Orleans' biggest 
property owner. The colony could grow nowhere with- 
out making him wealthier and more powerful, He was 
the richest young man in America and one of the most 
adventurous. His friends nicknamed him "Golden Boy" 
and remarked that what he did best was enjoy himself. 


But Marigny became obsessed by the game of craps, 
Night after night he collected as many of his friends 
as he could and the room rang with the sound of roll- 
ing dice, mumbled prayers and Marigny's yell of glee 
when he won. His excitement rose to an especially 
high pitch when there were gold coins in the pot, He 
would pick them up and wrap them carefully in his 
handkerchief. 


Out of necessity, Marigny invented a system of pay- 
ing off his gambling debts by writing the amount owed 
across a piece of paper above the signature "Bernard 
Xavier Philippe de Marigny'". Then the paper was 
passed around the room for the initials of all the 
players to assure the winner of full payment. 


Eventually Marigny lost his fortune playing craps. 
A loss of twenty-five thousand dollars at a single 
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setting was not uncommon, and many men of wealth and 
prominence poured large sums of money - from fifty 

to a hundred thousand dollars - across the gaming 
tables. Sometimes Marigny was convinced he was being 
punished by the devil. After a bad night of large 
losses, he would quietly retire in his private quarters 
and reach in his special compartment where he kept a 
velvet lined chest which contained the gold coins he 
never gambled away. 


Marigny was forced to cut a street across his property 
and sell lots on both sides to pay his debts. Maps 
show this street was named 'Craps Street" and later 
renamed Burgundy Street. Miserable with himself for 
bringing disgrace to the name of his family and with 
his business failures, Marigny died almost penniless. 
His treasured gold coins were evenly divided among 

his heirs as keepsakes.

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CENTSIBLE FACTS by Martha Stevenson NLG 
TWENTY FOUR DIMES IN 1894 


In a letter from Francis B. Frere, Ass't. 
Director of the Mint and Markeing, I received 
the following note, dated March 22, 1985. 

"We have no background information on the 
reason why only 24 dimes were produced by the 
San, Francisco Mint in.1894."" In a story 
written by Farran Zerbe, eminent numismatist 
and first Curator of the Chase Manhattan Bank 
Money Museum published in The Numismatist in 
April, 1928, his research stated this info: 


The Government's fiscal year ends June 30, 
at which time the "books are closed." On 
June 30, 1894, it was noted that 40¢ would 
round out to even dollars the bullion ac- 
count at the San Francisco Mint. Dies were 
prepared to strike the 1894 dimes at the San 
Francisco Mint earlier in 1894, but none 
were asked for by any. of the banks. By 
striking any number of dollars' worth plus 
four, the bullion account could be closed 
Showing an even dollar. The Mint committee 
them decided to strike only twenty-four dimes. 


At the time of the decision to strike only 
twenty-four, there were not thoughts about 
creating a rarity. None had any idea that 
these pieces would one day become very rare, 
because it was expected that in the same 
year, after June 30, the banks would be 
asking for dimes. 


Lot Number 881, 1893 "S' dime became the 
second rarest silver coin from the San 
Francisco Mint, exceeded only by the 1870''S" 
dollar, of which 6 or 7 are known to exist. 
The 1894 "S' dime has been known to have 
only 7 or 8 to exist. One of the best known 
coin dealers, Stack's of New Yoir, told of 
an 1894'S" dime being in a private collec-

CENTSIBLE FACTS 


As soon as the bartering system was replaced by gold, 
silver and copper coins, man began to find a way to 
counterfeit them. Since official coins were made 
with specified weight and metailic content, it didn't 
take long to find substitute alloys. Sometimes the 
counterfeited coins were made from the false dies cut 
by the very mint workers who struck the coins legal- 
ly during the day: As coinage tools and methods de- 
veloped and designs became more accessible, counter- 
feiting became big business. 


Probably the first American coin to be counterfeited 
was the large 1799 Cent, designed by Robert Scot in 
1796, but not authorized for minting untii 1/799. Mint 
records indicate that 904,585 pieces were struck. 
About ten times as many cents were issued in 1799 as 
in 1795. The 1799 pieces became quite rare while ihe 
1795 are still available. The 1799 struck over 1798 
is the most valuable of these coins, even more so 
than the normai 1799 cent which is, of course, aiso 
valuabie. Altering the dates was a common practice 
of that era in order to conserve the time and energy 
of making a whole new die. 


There are various legends circulating regarding the 
Scarcity of the 1799 large cent. Ome of these theo- 
ries appeared in THE NUMISMATIST of January, 1981, 
quoting an article from the Philadelphia Ledger: 
"The rarest cent is that of the series 1799. It is 
said that the scarcity of this issue is due to the 
fact that a firm in Salem, Massachusetts engaged in 
slave trade, procured a large quantity of 1799 cents 
directly from the mint, and after driliing holes in 
each one, shipped them to Africa where they were 
given as ornaments to the chiefs in exchange for 
slaves. The veracity of this story cannot be 
vouched for, but if it is true, coin collectors are 
much more likely to find specimens of this issue in 
Africa than in the United States." 


Another version of that legend has the frigate carry- 
ing the 1799 Cents sinking in a storm, before it 
reached its destination in Africa. A frigate was 

a sailing vessel of the i7tn and 18th centuries. 

A small fast warship, it carried forty to fifty guns 
and was lighter in weight than some of the larger 
ships. It demanded a crew capabie of handling the 
problems of the high sea, and experienced in steering 
a ship through treacherous waters, as well as strong 
enough to take long hours on deck. We can visuaiize 
the frigate launching off from Salem, Mass., with 
instructions to deliver the coins in Africa, and 
return with a hold full of slaves. 


If we are to believe these interesting stories, then 
the scarcity of tne 1799 Large Cent is understandable. 
Of course, a more prosaic explanation could be simply 
an error in mint records:

CENTSIBLE FACTS 


Isaac Newton, known to the worid for his work on the 
laws of gravity, deserves credit for his etforts in 
theEnglish Mint (16096-1727.) 


English coins in his day were thin and irregular, 
being cut out with shears, when restamped with a de- 
sign. A common fraud was to sell che silver trin- 
mings to jeweiry merchants who made medals as com- 
missioned by their peers. 


Workers began to protest receiving payment in eLip- 
ped coins not worth the value designated on each coin. 
It was recorded that preyden, the Poet, complained 
that money sent to him by his publishers on one occa- 
sion was so badly clipped that he had to return it 
Gal.

CENTSIBLE FACTS 


In a letter from Francis B. Frere, Ass't Director of 
the Mint and Marketing, I received the following 

note, dated Mar 22, 1985: "We have no background in- 
formation on the reason why only 24 dimes were produc- 
ed by the San Francisco Mint in 1894". 


In a story written by Farran Zerve, eminent numisma- 
tist and first Curator of the Chase Manhattan Bank 
Money Museum, published in The Numismatist, April 
1928, his research stated this information. 


The Government's fiscal year ends June 30th, at which 
time 'the books are closed' On June 30, 1894, it was 
noted that 40¢ would round out to even dollars the bul- 
lion account at the San Francisco Mint. Dies were pre- 
pared to strike the 1894 dimes at the San Francisco 
Mint earlier in 1894, but none were asked for by any 

of the banks. By striking any number of dollars worth, 
plus four, the bullion account could be closed, show- 
ing an even dollar. The Mint committee then decided 

to strike only 24 dimes. 


At the time of the decision to strike only 24, there 
were no thoughts about creating a rarity. No.one had 
any idea that these pieces would one day become very 
rare because it was expected that in the same year, 
after June 30th, the banks would be asking for dimes. 


Lot #881, 1894 'S' dime became the second rarest sil- 
ver coin from the San Francisco Mint, exceeded only 
by the 1870 'S' dollar of which 6 or 7 are known to 
exist. The 1894'S' dime has been known to have only 
7 or 8 exist. One of the best known coin dealers, 
Stacks of New York, told of one of these being in a 
private collection in 1957. 


Unbeknown to the San Francisco Mint committee, a rare 
coin was minted - the 1894 'S"' dime.

FIRST STRIKE CEREMONY 

It was a hurried trip we made to Washington DC in mid- 
June,, to witness the First Strike Ceremony for the 
United States Congressionsl coins, commemorating 200 
years of Congress. 


A huge tent on the Ease side of the Capitol grounds 
housed four presses that had been moved from Philadel- 
phia, as well as seating for about 400 guests. Two 
presses were set up for the $5 gold coin, and two for 
the dollar coin. Fortunately they were prepared for 
any malfunction as the first dollar struck could not 
be released, so they just moved to the second press. 
The half-dollars were to be struck in Denver. The $5 
gold coins will be struck at West Point and the $1 
coins are to be struck in San Francisco. 


San Diego Numismatic Society had five members present; 
Kay and John Lenker, Paul Whitmah and the Babers. In 
all, California was quite well represented. There 
were 6 from Northern Califrnia, as well as the Car- 
mody's from Huntington Beach. If there were more 
Californians, we missed them.
